Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ferguson et al. ( 6,454,708) . 

For claims 9-1 1 , Ferguson et al. disclose a portable remote patient telemoniroting 
system comprising: 

a plurality of asynchronous telemetric streams (see column 1 1 line 55); 
a nexus coupled to the plurality of asynchronous telemetric streams( see column 1 1 line 
55 and column 28 lines 56-59); and 

a processor (see box 68 in figure 5A) associated with the nexus, the processor being 

configured to implement a historic learning methodology for assigning priorities to 

events received at the nexus the streams (see box 136 in figure 1 1 B); 

a nexus for receiving a plurality of events generated by a corresponding plurality 

of asynchronous telemetric streams(see column 5 lines 6-21), and 

means for assigning priority to the received events based upon a historic learning 

analysis (see column 21 line 52-55); 

a plurality of agent applications for monitoring selected parameters descriptive of 
a functionality of the communications network, each such agent generating an 
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independent data stream and delivering the generated stream to a common nexus, and 
a processor associated with the common nexus, the processor being configured to 
execute a historic leaning algorithm to assign priorities to event datum received from the 
data streams generated by the agents (see column 1 1 line 55; column 5 lines 6-21 , box 
1 36 in figure 1 1 B and box 68 in figure 5A). 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

3. Claim 12 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. 

Kumar et al. ( 6,416,471 ) is cited to show a system which is considered pertinent 
to the claimed invention.
